Conversely, there is some reason to 
believe Soviets have "secret underground airfields" in Lower Austria. 
This in turn shows Soviets do not preclude possibility of return. All 
of this demonstrates Austria's precarious international situation and 
necessity strictly to observe neutrality. Paper condudes that "in- 
dustrial circles" trying to get Austria into EEC, "which is connected 
with NATO," should take note of this fatt. 
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
